To Be Passed at This 
Session. 


Washington, December . 4.—President 
Roosevelt is assured that if the negotia- 
tions with Cuba for a reciprocity treaty 
are concluded by the state department 
the treaty will be ratified during, the 
present session. 

While many senators were and still 
are opposed to direct legislation by con- 
gress on the subject of Cuban reciprocity, 
some of them at least, and perhaps a ma- 
jority of them, of republicans, will vote 
to ratify a reasonable reciprocity treaty. 

Senator Elkins, of West Virginia, who 
led the anti-Cuban reciprocity forces ‘in. 
the senate during the last session, of 
congress, had an extende® interview 
with the president today, during which 
they discussed Cubar: reciprocity. He 
informed Mr. Roosevelt that he would 
support a proper Cuban reciprocity 
treaty, and expressed the belief that such 
a treaty would be ratified by the senate 
soon after its presentation, and that such 
a solution of the commercial obligations 


of the United States to Cuba would be } 


entirely satisfactory to Senator Elkins 
and many of his senatorial colleagues 
who opposed, the enactment of direct 
legislation because they feared such ac- 
tion would open up a tariff controversy, 
which in the view of strong. advocates of 
the protection system might prove em- 
barrassing, if not dangerous, to the re- 
publicans. 

President Roosevelt, it is understood, 
has received assurances from other sen- 
ators who last spring opposed reciproc- 
ity legislation, that they will support by 
voice and vote a Cuban. reciprocity 
treaty. 

The report from London that the reci- 
procity treaty with Cuba will be signed 
today receives partial,confirmation here. 
The latest advices from Minister Squiers, 
dated about two, days ago, were to the 
effect that in his judgment the treaty 
would be completed and ready for signa- 
ture in the course of three or four days. 
It is understood that the treaty does not 
differ materially from the outline draft 
which was prepared here.

MINISTER A. E. BUCK 
DIES ON HUNTING TRIP 
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MINISTER ALFRED E. BUCK, 
Who Died Suddenly Yesterday in Japan While on a Hunting Trip. % 
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Prominent Georgian Representing United States at 
_ the Court of‘the Mikado Expires Suddenly. 
A Review of His Life. 
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Yokohama, December 4.—United States 
Minister Buck died this morning while 
at the imperial duck shoot. The cause 
of his death is supposed to have been 
apoplexy. 

Another report says Mr. Buck's death 
was due to heart failure. The hunt oc- 
curred in the suburbs of Tokio. 


? News a Great Shock. 

Washington, .December 4.—(Special.)— 
The first news of the death. of Colonel 
Buck ‘ which. reached Washington came 
to Mr. Takahira, the Japanese minister. 
who immediately upon receipt of his ca- 
blegram from the Japanese government 
went to the state department and pre- 
sented condolences on behalf of himself 
and the emperor. Later:a cablegram 
was received by Secretary Hay from Mr. 
Ferguson, second secretary).of the. lega- 
tion, announcing: the death. . This con- 
those conveyed by the Japanese minis- 
ter. Secretary. Hay at once cabled con- 
dolences to Mrs. Buck and communi¢ated 
with Mr. Wilson, ‘first secretary, instruct- 
ing. him to act as. charge and to make 
all necessary arrangements . concerning 
the funeral. 

The news of Colonel Buck’s death was 
received. here from’ all who knew him. 
His services. as minister to Japan. have 
been most successful and his record at 
the state department is a fine one... Al- 
though this was his first diplomatic posi- 
tion, he carried to-it a ripe knowledge 
of American’ affairs and _policies, which, 
backed as it was-by his great good sensc, 
won the highest measure of success. He 
stood very high in Japan. While there 
last year I came in contact with many 
of the leading Americans interested in 
that country, and all testified to Colonel 
Buck’s excellent service to his country 
and his popularity at the Japanese court. 
It will be recalled that when Président 
Roosevelt assumed -his present office a 
strong effort was made in the interest of 
another man who wanted the Japanese 
mission for himself to secure the recall 
of the Georgian, this being based largely 
on the theory that because his appoint- 
ment was largely a personal one on -the 
part of President McKinley. President 
Roosevelt, not being acquainted with 
him, might- have been induced to make 
the change, but the testimony of the 
state department to Colonel] Buck's excel- 
lent service for his country rendered this 
effort futile. 


Who Will Succeed? 

Naturally there is a good deal of gossip 
concerning the succession. The Japanese 
mission is in many respects the most de- 
sirable upon the diplomatic list, certainly 
the most desirable in the Orient. The 
Pacific coast has for a long time been de- 
sirous of having a Pacific coast man in 
that. office because of the close relation- 
ship of those slope states with Japan, 
and it is expected that a strong effort will 
be made to-land the place for some man 
from that section. John Barrett, former 
minister to Siam, who is now engaged in 
exploiting himself as the representative 
in the far east of the St. Louis exposition, 
has had some backing for the place in 
the past and may loom up as a candidate. 

A strong probability is W. W. Rock- 
hill, who, as special commise'oner, repre- 
sented this government in the treaty ne- 
gotiations at Pekin, and who probably 
knows more about the p6litics of the 
Orient than any other American. Another 
man lifkely to be pressed ig Dr. Allen, 
American minister to Corea, who is a very 
able man, and whose experience would 
seem to particularily nt him for this ser- 
vice. Dr. Allen is from Onio, which may 
be counted in his favor. 

There is no likelihood of the place be- 
ing given to Georgia. Ordinarily a posi- 
tion of this character stands to the 
credit of a state, but. there has been a 
feeling here that so good a place under a 
republican administration was more than 
Georgia's due, and that !t would never 
have been given a Georgia republiean ex- 
cept for President’ McKinley's close’ per- 
sonal friendsnip for Colone] Buck. 


May Be Buried at Arlington. 

It is expected that the remains of the 
deceased minister, who was a veteran of 
the civil war, will be brought to Wash- 
ington for interment at Arlington, where 
the minister selected a burial site for him- 
gelf when he was in the .United States 
about two years ago. Mrs. Buck is un- 
derstood to be in Tokio. and the state 
department wil! address a proper message 
of condolence to ner. | 

The dead minister was born in Maine, 
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critical and important chapter of Japa- 
nese history. 

The department will take the necessary 
steps to see that Mr. Buck's remains are 
brought to this country for interment 
if his family so desire.

He was appointed 
United States minister to Japan in May, 
1897, under the first administration of the 
late President McKinley, and held that 
office to' the time of his death. 

Colonel Buck moved to Atlanta in 1873 
and resided here continuously . from that 
time until. receiving ‘the. appointment ta 
Japan. He. ‘wag 70 years. of age and was | 


+y'tative of Malié, béing born « pre, ra 


croft, that ‘State, in 1832. His wife, waco 
survives. him, was . Miss Ellen Baker, 
daughter of Judge Baker, of Hallowell, 
Me. 

Colonel Buck began his: public career 
in Atlanta immediately wpon ‘taking up 
his residence here. In 1873, he Was ap- 
pointed. to the position of’ dlerk of both 
the United States’ circuit ‘and district 
courts, holding that office until 188. He 
continued in the capacity of clerk of the 
ciircuit court until November 15, 1889, 
when he received the appointment to the 
office of United States marshal for the 
northern. district of Georgia. The next 
public trust conferred on ‘thim by the re- 
publican party was the appointment to 
the position of minister to Japan. 

Aside from ‘nis political life, the de- 
ceased also made an excéllent record as 
a soldier, serving throughout the civil 
war in the United States army. As a 
testimonial to his bravery, exhibited dur- 
ing the capture of the fort at Mobile, he 
was breveted colone] of United States 
volunteers. He was also a member of the 
Military Loyal Legion, an organization 
composed of officers of the United States 
army. 

Formerly Lived in Mobile. 

At the conclusion of tae war, Colonel 
Buck returned to Mobile and resided 
there for a number of years. He asa.

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Journal of Commerce Says That 


Cotton Tips Were Sold, 


Giaims That Government Estimate of 
Crcp Was Known by Favored 
Few Twenty Minutes Be- 
fore Official] Hour for 
Publication. 


New York, December 4.—The Journal of 
Commerce will say tomorrow: 

“There have in recent years been many 
reports that the agricultural bureau's 
cotton report has ‘leaked,’ in other 
words, that its general character has »e- 
come known to a favored few before the 
time of its official publication. But never 
has the conviction been more firmly held 
by the cotton trade than in the instance 
of the report issued by the department 
on Wednesday. It is naturally impossible 
to give entirely specific evidence that the 
report was dishonestly made known to 
particular interests in advance, for direct 
evidence of this character could only be 
received from parties themselves partic- 
ipating in the theft. But the course of 
Wednesday's cotton market is accepted 
by the cotton trade as being absolutely 
and unequivocally indicative that large 
market interests had definite information 
of the character of the report. In addl- 
tion, the following specific information 
is available: 

' “First—The exact figures, 10,417,000 bales, 
of the government estimate were definite- 
ly known at least 20 minutes before the 
official hour for publishing the report, 
namely, noon. This information was given 


a@ representative of this journal by one 
of the best known members of the ex 


change. 

“Second—The news was very general 
before 11 o'clock that the department’s 
report would be 10,500,000 bales. 

“Third—Advance information regarding 
the exact character of the report was of- 
fered early in the forenoon to a very 
large commission house, which refused 
to enter into negotiation or consider the 
purchase of the stolen information in any 
form. 

“The greatest evidence that the infor- 
mation was dishonestly circulated was 
eontained in the action of the market it- 
self, and there are many responsible 
members of the New York cotton trade 
who believe the ‘leak’ occurred, not on 
Wednesday morning, but some time on 
Tuesday, as there is every evidence that 
both the New York and the Liverpool 
markets were forced up toa selling 
basis.”’

BEATY FINED FOR 
RECKLESS DRIVING

and Killed George Lamb. 


NO STATE CASE WAS MADE 


Recorder Imposed Fine of $25, Hold- 
ing’ That Emergency Wagons 
Must Go Slow at Crossings. 
President Arkwright 
Defends Lamb. 


_E. H. Beaty, who wag driving the emer- 
gency electric wagon.at the time it ran 
over and killed George Lamb last Tues- 
day night, was fined $25.75 by Recorder 
Broyles yesterday morning on the charge 
of reckless driving. 

Several witnesses testified for both the 
city and the defense. Attorney Preston

the prosecution. 

Detectives Steint and Ozburn and Pa- 
trolman Shepard testified that they saw 
the accident: The wagon, they stated, 
was going very fast, the horses being 
driven at a gallop. 

Three or four men testified for the 
defense that the horse was trotting and 
not going over 6 miles an hour, the gong 
was rung and Lamb told to get out of 
the way. 

Attorney Arkwright stated that the 
wagon was out on an emergency call 
and had the same right to go fast as an 
ambulance or fire department wagon. 

“The wagon has to make quick calls,” 
said the attorney, “for often a wire falis 
ane it means death to all who go near 
Magy 

City Attorney Mayson said that it might 
be all right for an emergency wagon to 
go fast, but the driver has to be careful, 
especially at a°’crowded crossing as the 
corner of Decatur street and Piedmont 
avenue, where Lamb met his death. 

“I insist on Beaty being found guilty 
of disorderly and reckless driving,” said 
the city attorney, “but I do not think 
there is any state case against him and 
I do not ask that he be bound over.” 

Recorder Broyles fined Beaty $25.7 with 
the remark that emergency Wagons and 
even the hospital ambulance must g0 
slow when at crowded crossings.

House—Says Its Mother Lives 
in Atlanta, but Does Not 
Know Her WName. 

Clew Found.

Five pounds of skin, Bones and |@od 
just five weeks on the earth was found 
sleeping in a negro woman's arms, nestling 
with the greatest confidence upon her 
breast, by Sanitary Inspector Jordon. 

The lily white complexion of the child 
as it slept soundly and sweetly in the 
arms of the copper-colored foster mother 
brought out strongly the difference in the 
shadés which made patent at a glance 
the fact that babe and adult belonged to 
different races. 

In Macon there is a law requiring every 
physician, every midwife, every attend- 
ant in whatsoever capacity it may be, to 
submit once a month to the board of 
health a report of all births coming un- 
der their observation. There is a penalty 
attached to the ordinance for any one 
violating it, and so severely has Judge 
Freeman dealt with some of the vio- 
laters that it is aneunusual thing for a 
ease to be found, 

No Report on Birth. 
A day or tWo ago Inspector Jordan was 


Informed that a babe was housed with a 


negro woman on Walnut creek, a mile 
southeast of East Macon, and that no re- 
port of the birth ef the child had been 
submitted to the clerk in the city hall. 
The inspector began an investigation, and 
yesterday afternoon succeeded in locating 
the child at the home of Mandy Morgan, 
who lives alongside the stream. Accom-~- 
panied by Dr. Gibson, the inspector call- 
ed at the home tonight. The woman’s 
home is a two-room structure com- 
fortably furnished and pleasantly ar- 
ranged. Seated in a chair,pefore a cheer- 
ful fire, with the babe in her arms, was 
Mandy Morgan. As the officer and the 
physician entered the room the negro 
woman was rocking slowly and gently 
humming a nursery rhyme in a cadence 
so sweet and mellow that slumbers 
might have come to the eyes of Jordan, 
and even Gibson, had they not been bent 


on work. 

The woman when Inspector Morgan 
made known his mission showed no fear 
of the ordeal through which she went. 
She was willing and ready to answer 
questions,, and, without once contradict- 
ing herself, related a story full of inter- 
est and replete with the cruelty of aban- 


donment. 
How She Got Child. 

“Five weeks ago,”’ said tae woman, “TI 
waa sitting here in my room all alone, 
when my attention was attracted by a 
moaning and groaning in that house over 
there.” Here Mandy Morgan indicated 
an old shack some fifty feet away: it was 
almost as open as a cow pen, and through 
the roof there were great holes througa 
which water could come in torrents or 
the hot sun ef summer time could pour. 
“T went over there,’’ Mandy Morgan re- 
sumed, “and there: on the bare floor I 
foind a white woman. Sane screamed and 
called for help. Into convulsions almost 
she went. I knew she needed attention. 
There was no doctor nearer than the city. 
I did what I could for her, and when'I 
left her side this little girl was resting in 
‘ner arms. Her face was as white as 


a large lock of grey néar the right tem- 
ple. It was not age that produced that 
white hair. It was a birth mark. The 


face with a smile as sweet and tender as 
ever a motaer gave a babe. She had told 
me nothing. She had not had time to do 
so. But I knew she was in trouble. I 
left her for my home and in a few min- 
utes returned with a bedstead, mattress 
and other things needed. Then I put her 
to bed and placed taig little one, God 
bless it, in her arms. For four weeks I 
fed that woman, watched her and nursea 
the babe. As she grew stronger it was 
shown more and more plainly that the 
mother’s love for the littie one was di- 
minishing. If. not, sae was making it 
plainer than ever that the babe wag in 
her way. ;' 


Never Spoke of Past. 

“Throughout the five weeks I was help- 
ing her she never spoke a word of her 
rast until a week ago today. Then she 
told me her home was in Atlanta and 
that she must return home before her 
friends began a search for her. She asked 
me to keep the little one, telling me that 
she would send me money once a week. 
I took the child and here it is, but I have 
never had a word from the woman and I 
don’t think I will. 

“Yes, I'd know her if I were to see her 
again. I'd know her anywhere. On the 
calf of her left leg, the outside, she has 
a great scar made years ago by a burn. 
On the inside she has ‘M A’ in India ink. 
She was a hansome woman. rig hair 
was jet black with that bunch gtey. 
Her eyes were large and blue. Her com- 
plexion was almost a dream. In fact, she 
was -a beauty. She had sense, too, 
enough to give away nothing about her- 
self except what I have told you.” 


Clew to Parentage. 

Inspector Jordan has a clew to the 
parentage of the child, but declines ab- 
solutely to discuss it. Tomorrow morn- 
ing he will demand the babe of the ne-, 
gro woman, and unless she surrenders it 
wil] take out a habeas corpus writ. The 
inspector is thoroughly satisfied as to 
the identity of the babe’s mother. and 
in his search was accompanied by a cit- 
izen of the county who is related to the 
woman suspected, and who is as anxious 
as the officer to ferret out the matter 
to confirm, if possible, the suspicions now 
entertained. The negro woman has be- 
come attached to the little one, and wil 
not give it up if she can help doing $0.

AGAINST BONDS 


Columbus Will Now Operate 
Its Own Waterworks, 
Great Victory. 


Coiumbus, Ga., December 4.—(Special. 
Columbus. is happy tonight over the re- 
sult of the election for water bonds. The 
people voted almost unanimously for the 
issuance of $250,000 of 4 per cent bonds, 
with which the city is to build a first- 
class system of water works. The vote 
was as follows: For the bonds, 1,64. 
Agairst the bonds 7. Majority for bonds 
1,633. Of the seven who voted against 
bonds, six were whites. Two hundred and 
ninety-two negroes voted, out of a regis- 
tration of 322. . 

‘To carry the ef—ction 662-3 per cent of 
the registered vote was required. Nine- 
ty-four per cent of the vote was cast for 
bonds. The registration was 1,756. 

The election was one of the most re- 
markable in the city of Columbus, the 
people “getting together’ as never before 
upon a local issue. 

This was the third water works’ bond 
election in the history of the city. In 
the previous elections bitter fights were 
waged ami the bonds were defeated. The 
Columbus Water Works Company and its 
friends did not resist the bond issue to- 
day. The bonds had been carried by 
noon. ’ 

Columbus has under consideration sev- 
eral soufces of water supply, among 
them being the Chattahoochee river, a 
numrber of creeks in thig vicinity, and 
several Harris county 
_ The policy of the Columbus Water 
Works Company has not yet been an- 
nounced. It is not known fr or not 
the present plant will be offered for sale 
to the city.

Wild Tumult Again Prevails in 


the Reichstag, =” 


Herr Singer So Obstreperous That 
President Was Forced to Sus- 
pend Sitting — Members 
Call One Another 
“Scoundrels.” 


Berlin, December 4.—The reichstag was 
in a state cf wild tumult todav for a 
few minutes over a slight misunder- 
standing as to. who had the right to the 
floor. Herr Singer, socialist, had arrang- 
ed with President Von Ballestrom for 
recognition at a certain juncture. Mean- 
time, the president left the chair, after 
explaining to Vice President Von Stoll- 
burg-Wernigerode, who had the next right 
to the floor, but the president recognized 
Herr Spahn, of the center party. 

Herr Singer started to mount the steps 
to the tribune, and the vice president told 
him to sit down. Herr Singer, in some 
surprise, stopped cn the steps onl Herr 
Spahn took the tribune and began his 
speecn, Herr Singer loudly protesting. 
The vice president called him to order, 
Saying his turn would come later. 

The members of the reichstag were’ by 
that time in such a state of passion that 
they all sprang to their feet, the socialists 
shoutire in support of Herr Singer an4& 
the inembers of the center and right par- 
ties <upporting the vice president, who 
ordered Herr Singer to leave the house. 

Herr Singer, however, refused, and as 
the rules do not provide for the arrest or 
removal of recalcitrant members, the vice 
president was powerless, except to sus- 
pend the session for a half hour. At the 
expiration of that time, business was 
quietly resumed with the reading of the 
repocts of the members of the tariff 
committee. 

With the exception of a two hours’ re- 
cess for supper, the re‘chstag was in con- 
tinuous session from 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing until 11:20 o'clock tonight, this being 
the longest session in the history of the 


reichstag. Most of the time was spent 


listening to the reports of 
the tariff committee, but considerable 
rougn talk was indulged in tenight. The 
members called each other “sccundrels,”’ 
“dogs,”” etr. Th: long hours have irri- 
tated their tempers.

Yesterday was clear and warm, but today 
opened with drizzling rain, sleet, snow 
and cold wind from the northwest. 

Snow was severest ever seen at this 
season of the year, but the ground was 
wet and it melted rapidly. 

Heavy Rainfall at Quitman. 

Quitman, Ga., December 4.—(Special.)— 
The rainfall here for the last few days, 
as shown by the government instruments, 
has been 13.81. All the streams near Quit- 
Man are out of thelr banks and still ris- 
ing. The rural] mail carriers are unable 
to go over their routes and a star route 
carrier leaving Quitman early this morn 
ing was almost drowned in attempting to 
cross a low place-:near one of the creeks.

Was Playing with Torpedo 
Near Woodruff, South 
Carolina. 


Spartanburg. 8. C., December 4.—(Spe- 

cial.)}—Yesterday afternoon, near Wood- 
ruff, a 6-year-old daughter of J. T. 
Roach was killed and two other chiidren 
injured in a peculiar manner. 
, About a year ago Mr. Roach. who is 
the mail carrier between Woodruff and 
Cashville, found an object in the road 
that he thinks was a railroad torpedo. 
He picked {t up and carried it home. His 
three children yesterday afternoon got 
hold of the -torpedo and began playing 
with it. In the course of their examina- 
tion of the object they decided to pound 
it with a@ hammer. They took it out in the 
yard and placed it on a rock, and. seiz- 
ing a heavy hammer, they struck the 
torpedo as hard as they could. Suddenly 
there was a loud explosion, and one of 
the ch..uren, aged 6 years, fell back with 
a severe wound in the stomach, and the 
others were also more or less injured by 
the flying pieces of the extérior of the ex- 
plosive, which was covered with tin. 

The child most seriously injured died last 
night about 8 o'clock.

REORGANIZATION OF MILITIA. 


Bill Has Been Taken Up by the Sen- 
ate Committee. 

Washington, December 4.—The senate 
committee on military affairs met today 
for the purpose of taking up the bill for 
the reorganization of the militia and lis- 
tened to the representations in support of 
tae measure by Secretary Root and Gen- 
eral Carter. When the hearing of Secre- 
tary Root was concluded the committte 
decided to report the bill as it passed the 
house without mendment.

Secretary Root said the house bill was 
not altogether perfect, but it would be 
better to pass it now and remedy any 
imperfections later. The secretary said 
everybody recognized that the militia 
laws were old and obsolete, and that a 
change was necessary, and tae opinion of 
those who had given the subject careful 
attention was that the pending bill was 
the best that could be framed at this 
time. 


NO PARDON FOR McKNIGHT. 


Roosevelt Thinks the Banker Got His 
Deserts. 

Washington. December 4.—The president 
has denied the application for a pardon 
made on behalf of J. M. McKnight, who 
was convicted of embezzling the funds of 
the German National bank, of Louisville, 
Ky., while its president. McKnight was 
convicted under two counts of the in- 
dictment, one charging him with embez- 
zling $3,736 of the funds of the bank, and 
the other alleging that he embezzled $2,000 
cf the bank’s funds in order to bribe two 
of the city aldermen of Louisville for 
political purposes. The president has in- 
dorsed the upplication as follows: 

“Denied; this seems an absolutely clear 
case of gyilt with no excuse whatever 
for pardon.’’

TO MATT QUAY 
Party Associates Are Denounc- 
ing the Penns) rani Dass, 


Allege That He Advised Defeat of 
Republican Ticket in Territo- 
ries—Letter Will Be Sprung 
in the Senate—South 
Carolina Offices.

Washington, December 4.—(Special.)— 
The fight over the statehood bills gives 
promise of bringing on a lively Tow 
among the republicans of the senate. The 
activity of Senator Quay in behalf of the 
omnibus bill has developed a disposition 
on the part of Senator Beveridge and 
other republicang who are supporting the 
single proposition by which Oklahoma is 
to be the beneficiary to open up their 
batteries upon the Pennsylvania boss, and 
to that end they are charging that Sena- 
tor Quay wrote certain men in the terri- 
tories advising that they bring about 
democratic victories in their recent con- 
gressional elections as a means of 
holding the democrats of the senate in 
the support of the omnibus Dill. 

One of the leading republican Senators 
told me today that Senators Beveridge has 
in his possession a letter written by Sen- 
ator Quay which convicts him of this con- 
duct, which they interpret. as party 
treachery. My informant telis me he has 
seer the letter and that in his opinion 
it admits of no other construction than 
that Senator Quay used his influence to 
defeat his party in the congressional 
elections in the territories. . 

Will Use It on Quay. 

They will endeavor to use this to coun- 
teract the influence of Senator Quay with 
his republican associates, though just 
how they are going to make this appear 
a very great crime in view of the fact that 
the\ territorial delegates have no votes in 
the house, it is a little difficult to Sé@v. 
Senator Quay declares that the meaning 
of his letter has been perverted by his 
critics. These latter gentlemen are also 
endeavoring to charge the Pennsylvanian 
with ulterior motives in his support of 
claims of Arizona and New Mexico.

ABOUT SEWERS 


Meets-Representatives of the 
City in the Office of 
Mayor Mims. 


IDEAS ARE PRACTICALLY 
AS HAVE BEEN FORECASTED 


Advises an Extension of Trunk Sew- 
ers to the City Limits and the 
Establishment of Purifi- 
cation Plants for Treat- 
ment of Sewage. 


Rudolph Hering, the engineering expert, 
met representatives of the city yesterday 
afternoon at 4 o’elock in the office of 
Mayor Mims and explained his ideas re- 
garding the disposition of sewerage at the 
mouths of the present trunk sewers. 

Mr. Hering was met by Mayor Mims, 
Judge George Hillyer, president of the 
board of .water commissioners: Captain 
R. M. Clayton, the city engineer; Councii- 
man Winn, chairman of the sewer cont- 
mittee; James I., Mayson, the city at- 
torney; Alderman IaHatte and Counclil- 
man Harwell. 

His ideas are practically those that have 
been forecasted in The Constitution. He 
advises an extension of the trunk sewers 
to the city limits, ard the establishing of 
purification plants below .the mouths of 
the trunk sewers wherever localities can 
be found. 

Because of the topography of the coun- 
try surrounding Atlanta and the many 
valleys that are found here, he believes 
that jt will be necessary to establish some 
six or seven purification plants, onlv one 
locality permitting the joining of the trunk 
sewers in order to reduce the number of 
plants. 

The system of purification he recom- 
mends as the cheapest and most satisfac- 
tory is that one in which tanks are em- 
ployed, with chemicals to produce precipi- 
tation, and sand and smal! stones to be 
used as for purposes of filtration. He ex- 
plained his views for more than an hour 
to the representatives of the city. 

Yesterday morning Mr. Hering, accom- 
panied by City Engineer Clayton and 
Colonel Park Woodward, superintendent 
of the water works system, visited the 
Hemphill station of the water works sys- 
tem. Judge Hillyer was prevented from 
attending because of his attendance at the 
funeral of Dr. Tichenor. 

Mr. Hering will have something to say 
about the wgter works department in con- 
nection with the report he will write upon 
the sewer system of Atlanta. 

The expert will leave Atlanta for the 
north today at noon, but it is probable 
that he will make another visit here be- 
fore completing his report. He will be 
furnished with the necessary facts and 
figures by City Engineer Clayton.

He writes as follows: 

December 4, 1902.—Editor Constitution: Or- 
dinarily it is mot necessary to make ‘‘correc- 
tion’’ where crrors have ‘‘crept’’ into’ news 
jtems, but your article of today, stating in 
giaring head lines that I had advised depart- 
ments or boards ‘‘to break ‘the law’’ and ‘to 
disregard the city’s ordinance upon the subject 
and carry into January of next year the hills 
contracted during December, !1902,’’ is errone- 
ous. 

Concisely what I said was, substantially: 
That the council of 1902 had already given 
to each’ of the departments all that the city’s 
finances would permit, and could not at this 
time add anything; that jeither as chairman 
ef the fimance committee, member of council 
nor in any oficial capacity, could I make any 
suggestion; but discussing the matter with 
them informally as a private individual there 
was, in my opinion, only one solution, name- 
ly, that as to provisions and medicines for the 
hospital and for hauling night soil dnd garb- 
age in the sanitary department, the members 
of the boards would have to proceed on their 
own résponsibilfty and present bills for ssuch 
absolutely necessary expenditures to the coun- 
cil of 1903, and, as in years past, risk the 
next council] reimbursing or relieving them of 
‘the responsibility incident to. such action. 

I consider eminently wise the law requiring 
every administration to live within the income 
of each year, and seeing in last April that the 
expenditures in several of the departmenta were 
at a rate not, in my opinion, warranted by 
their appropriations, I wrote a resolution which 
was adopted by council and a copy sent to 
each board in the city, informing them that 
“this body is committed to the strict en- 
forcement of the law.’’ This resolution as 
submitted to council) bore the approving signa- 
tures of ‘‘Ernest C. Kontz,. chairman; Evan 
P. Howell, J. G. Woodward, John C. Reed: 
M. M. Welch, G. Y. Pierce, W..M. Terry.’’ 

In this connection, however, I think it but 
just for me to say tHat I have no doubt that 
the next council will stand to and approve 
the expenditures in question, and is fortunate 
in that the aggregate of these excesses are not 
as large as have been brought over yearly for 
a number of years. Also, that if the council

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Abolish the Territories. 

Our Washington correspondent yes- 
terday reported the decision of the 
senate committee on territories to re- 
pert a substitute for the omnibus state- 
hcod bill which passed the house at the 
last session. The bill in question pro- 
vides for the admission of Oklahoma, 
New Mexico and Arizona into the 
union, and the adoption of the pro- 
posed substitute bill would result in 
admitting the first-named territory 
@lone. There is reason, however, to 
suspect that the narrow majority of 
the committee which will favor side- 
tracking the two far western territo- 
ries ‘means. by indirection to see that 
Oklahoma shares the same fate. The 
boomer territory is not wanted in the 
ufton by those senators who are jeal- 


Our’ of western supremacy in the up- 


per branch of congress, but with the 
certainty of the house non-concurring 
in the substitute measure, even though 
is passed the senate, the republican 


members of the latter body, with a. 


few exceptions, will be likely to vote 
for Oklahoma statehood to keep the 
republican majority in that territory 
in good humor. The opposition in the 
house, expected to be too strong to be 
overcome, is not based upon hostility 
to Oklahoma’s statehood aspirations, 
but upon opposition to the partiality 
which would allow her to enter the 
union and shut the door in the face of 
New Mexico and Arizona. “All or 
none” seems to be the predominant 
sentiment in the house, and it cannot 
be gainsaid that the sentiment has 
logiv and justice behind it. 

As a general proposition, quite irre- 
spective of their individual claims for 
statehood, Oklahoma, New Mexico and 
Arizona should have their stars on the 
national flag. In the days when this 
ccuntry possessed a frontier, there 
might have been wisdom in the terri- 
tory as a kindergarten of local self- 


gnvernment, but it is doubtful if one 


plausible excuse can be urged for the 
étistence of a territory ‘within the 
bounds of the United States today. 
The steady tide of western emigration 
bas long since obliterated the fron- 
tier, with its picturesque and rather 
lewiess primitiveness, and there is 
little of even provincial or colloquial 
difference now between the newest 
west and oldest east. The typical 
American citizen is the dominant so- 
cia] force in every geographical subdi- 
vision of the great -republic, and 
numerically he is strong enough in 
every one of them to properly support 
and enjoy state institutions. There 
May have been “rotten boroughs” in- 
volved in past statehood legislation. 
No protest of that nature can be tena- 
ble at present. The three remaining 
territories are populous, progressive, 
prosperous and essentially American. 
Nothing sive sectional jealousy and 
partisan narrowness stands inthe way 
of their receiving, tardily, their in- 
herent and constitutional citizenship 
rights at the hands of congress. An 
examination of the early statehood 
Statistics of very many states of the 
union will show that Oklahoma, New 
Mexico and Arizona have for ten years 
past had more American citizens with- 
in their borders, more miles of rail- 


road, more developed material re- | 


Sources—in brief, more of the pre- 
requisites of state organization, than 
were possessed by these states at the 
time of their admission. Oklahoma 
and Indian Territory, taken as a single 
entity, as they should be, have today 
@ population equal to that of several 
‘States of the union combined, and 


their progress is commensurate with 


their populousness.

The people of the th can best un- 
derstand, for their memory is bitter of 
a satrapy ruled by carpetbaggery. A 
territory is ane of the chief domestic 
appointment preserves of the presi- 
dent. In it the voice of the people is 
muffled to a whisper. The «guberna- 
tcrial, judicial and other chief offices 
are appointive, and the single delegate 
in congress is little better than a lob- 
byiest, having no vote. The territorial 
legislature is also emasculated in that 
ite enactments are subject to con- 
gressional approval, while the body 
politic is largely under bureaucratic 
supervision at Washington. A terri- 
tory, at best, is a quasi-dependency, 
the dumping.ground for much political 
rubbish, more or less mixed with polit- 
ical rascality. The system, with or 
without its abuses, is galling to self- 
respecting American citizenship, and 
being an anachronism, it should be 
recognized. as obsolete by congress. 

The question is one too pregnant 
with human rights and the laws of so- 
cial evolution to be degraded by the 
scphistry and spoils of partisanship. 
The last territory should be abolished, 
and on this high, sound ground. To 
fail to grant statehood where so mani- 
festly ceserved and necessary would 
be to ignore all precedents of Ameri- 
can statesmanship, and, worse, to stul- 
t.ty the basic principle of American lib- 
erty.

The Strike Commission. 

The little debate in the national 
house of representatives to pay $50,000 
for the services of the presfdent’s 
strike commission is not without sug; 
gestions of value. 

The amount asked for is a cheap 
price for the government and country 
to pay to be rid of the perils and pri- 
vations of the strike while in active 
progress. The proposition to submit 
the differences between the parties to 
a commission appointed by the presi- 
dent Was an inspiration and its prompt 
acceptance by John Mitchell for the 
miners forced an issue that public 
opinion compelled the mine operators 
to accept. , 

The peace and the filling up of th 
coal Bins of the people on the verge 
of winter have been worth twenty to 
fifty times the price asked. And if 
the commission succeeds in bringing 
to pass an amicable agreement be- 
tween the coal barons and the miners 
for a term of years it will have in- 
creased the moral and patriotic indebt- 
edness of the people to it more than a 
thousand fold. 

But there is a question that the de- 
bate did not wholly clear up and which 
may, at some future~juncture, be of 
serious consequence to the nation, and 
that is the authority by which the pres- 
ident interested himself in the contro- 
versy. While it is admitted that he 
did so without express power or au- 
thority, yet it is agreed to by demo- 
ctats and republicans alike that since 
hie intervention was successful it was 
justifiable. Such being the manifest 
judgment of the country the natural 
question arises why leave him with 
only such nebulous warrant in similar 
cases in the future? 

We have as a people indorsed the 
principle of international arbitration. 
We are the first of the great powers 
tc have invoked the services of The 
Hague tribunal and were successful in 
our contention before it. Why not, 
then, carry the same principle into our 
national relations to such conflicts as 
occur between labor, capital, corpora- 
tions and like disputes that interfere 
with the peace of commerce and the 
rights of the people to reasonable ser- 
vice in public utilities? 

Congress itself has raised the ques- 
tion by its action on this strike case 
and congress should provide a national 
tribunal of arbitration with well- 
defined powers:

The States and Suffrage. 

The esteemed Philadelphia Press is 
not willing to accept the action of the 
United States circuit court at Rich- 
mond in the Virginia suffrage cases 
as even squinting at their final fate 
before the supreme court of the na- 
tion. It says “a dismissal for alleged 
lack of jurisdiction settles nothing.” 
But why “alleged lack of jurisdic- 
tion?” There is no more hidebound 
partisan republican judge in the whole 
union than Judge Waddill, who sat 
with Chief Justice Fuller, and Judge 
Waddill saw no possible way to escape 
agreeing with the chief justice that the 
federal courts have no jurisdiction of 
these cases. 

It is true that the full bench of the 
supreme court might decide to take ju- 
risdiction of them. That court has 
been known before to reverse its gol- 
emn judgments. It can be quite a 
five to four affair, playing it either 
way from the middle, when it wants 
t» do so; but this question on which 
turns the determination of the validity 
of the southern states’ constitutions 
has been before that tribunal under 
many conditions and temptations, yet 
has always been decided in a way to 
lead to the inevitable conclusion that 
the court will maintain its past deci- 
sions. 

The issue which the republicans 
make against the constitutions of Vir- 
ginia, Alabama and other southern 
states is that they handle the suffrage 
question so as to work a greater dis- 
franchisement of negroes “than of 
, Whites. The supreme court, however, 
cannot and will not limit the issue to 
that partisan contention. It will deal 
with the right and power of thé state 
as a political sovereignty to act finally 
upon questions of state polity that, not 
having been delegated to the national 
ecvernment, are reserved by the 
states. 

Suffrage is not a right. It is a fran- 
chise granted by the state to its citi- 
zens on terms dictated by the legisla- 
tive will. The only limitation the 
states have agreed to put upon their 
exercise of their power is that it shal} 
not be exercised against a class of its 
citizens on account of race or color. 
The southern. constitutions have been 
made with careful regard to that lim- 
itation and by their terms do not so

Protecting Newspaper Veracity. 

The American daily newspaper has 
a keen scent for news, with emphasis 
on the word, but with all its eager- 
ness for “scare” heads and eye-rivet- 
ing subheads, it insists that above all 
else, in so far as human knowledge. 
can discern, the news shall be true. 
There are those who arraign news- 
paper veracity by the flippant whole- 
sale imputation that “if you see it in 
a newspaper it isn’t so.” Nothing 
could be more unjust or further from 
the fact. The great agencies of 
news-collection which scour the world 
for the telegraphic 
daily press, as well as the special and 
private agencies employed, insist with 
a rigidness that holds a rod over cor- 
respondent and reporter that cold 
facts, and nothing but facts, be writ- 
ten for publication. No legitimate 
newspaper with an established read- 
ing constituency would wilfully color, 
garble or falsify a news story. Of 
this important essential of its nature 
and function the newspaper is as jeal- 
ous as is the bench of its impartiality. 
The news-gatherer who is found to be 
a wilful fal#ifier of news cannot hold 
a place on the press, and the place of 
one who blunders or is hoaxed is en- 
dangered. Occasionally the most 
careful newspaper is imposed upon, 
generally by a distant special corre- 
spondent. 

A notable case showing to what 
lengths a reputable newspaper will 
go to protect its veracious reputation 
against unscrupulous adventurers in 
the correspondence field 4: afforded 
by a criminal suit recently filed by The 
Philadelphia North American against 
& newspaper correspondent. The 
story of the alleged crime, as related 
in The North American, is here given 
in brief: 

A regular western newspaper correspon- 
dent sent to The Nerth American what 
purported to be an account of the arrest, 
imprisonment, prosecution and confession 
of an Indian, named White Buffalo. The 
Indian, according to the story, was await- 
ing sentence for murder in a jail in an 
out-of-the-way place in Oklahoma. The 
names of three white girls whom the In- 
dian was said to have murdered were 
given, together with the names and places 
of residence of his victims. It was claim- 
ed that the Indian was a graduate of the 
Indian school at Carlisle, Pa. Complaint 
was made about two weeks ago that the 
story was false and The North American 
at:‘once instituted an _ investigation. It 
was so00n learned that the entire story 
was false; that White Buffalo had never 
been arrested charged with murder or 
any other crime; that he was a reputable 
Indian, with wife and family residing and 
holding lands in severalty in Oklahoma 
and engaged in farming; that no person 
was in jail at Darlington .charged with 


the murder of three white girls, and that 
no such murders had been committed. 


: The North American, as platatiff, 
alleges that the story was invénted in‘ 
its entirety by the correspondent for 


‘the purpose of selling as news, ‘and 


was made to assume the semblatice 
of truth by cunning'devices. The ac- 
cused was found in St. Louis and ar- 
rested on the oath of the editor of 
The North American. 

The outcome of the case will be 
watched with interest by not only the 
newspaper profession, but the general 
public. The criminality of such an 
act is deeper than the technical letter 
of the law, for besides the vulgar 
crime of. cheating and swindling for 
a few cents, the perpetrator basely be- 
trays confidence, not that of his em- 
ployer alone, but that of thousands of 
newspaper readers, possibly hundreds 
of thousands. Clearly if he were re- 
sponsible in a property sense, the 
newspaper he betrayed and swindled 
would be able to recover from him 
substantial damages for the injury to 
its standard of veracity. If he be not. 
responsible, he should be dealt with 
as a culprit to the extent of the crim- 
inal law.

The Servant Problem. 

In Massachusetts, where most of the 
servants live on the premises or in the 
homes of the employers, trouble is being 
fiad with the domestic help, which leads 
The Augusta Herald to observe:

The slaves 
took to themsefves as their natural right 
most of their ig tory om Generally speak- 
ing, no matter how hard may have been 
their day’s work, the drudgery was for- 
gotten when night fell and the banjo and 
the songs began to awaken the planta- 
tion echoes, or church services that were 
‘protracted,’ indeed, held the fervent wor- 
shipers’ attention until near the midnight 
hour. When freedom came, the children 
and the grandchildren of the slaves ad- 
hered as positively as did their forbears 
to the privilegé of owning themselves 
between dusk and daylight, and their 
white employers nave for the most part 
recogniz the strength, if possibly not 
the justice, of the stand they have al- 
ways taken.”’ 


Negro Appointments. 

Referring to the impression which has 
prevailed in Charleston since tae presi- 
dent’s recent visit, that he would appoint 
no more negroes to office in that state, 
The Savannah News takes up the presi- 
dent’s letter on this subject and says: 
. “Wag the president misunderstood by 
the Charleston people, when he was there 
as a guest of the city attending the ex- 
position, in the matter of appointing ne- 
roes to office, or has ae changed his pol- 
cy? Perhaps he did not say, in so many 
words, that he had decided against ap- 
pointing any more negroes to office, but 
there are some things that lead to the be- 
lief that at that time he aad about come 
to the conclusion to adopt that policy. 
If he had decided to adopt it what 
caused him to change it? Undoubtedly 
the fear that the republican party would 
lose the negro vote in Ohio, New York 
and other northern states, a vote that 
might cost him the presidency. Since 
Postmaster General Payne. and Mr. 
Clarkson have taken charge of his politi- 
cal affairs his attitude towards the negro 
seems to have undergone a 
change. Now ‘ne is acting lke a man 
who has a poltiical object to gain and 
cannot afford to lose a point in the game 
of politics. But whether he was misun- 
derstood at Charleston or not, it is cer- 
tain that there is no possibility of mis- 
understanding his position now. He is 
going to give a negro an office here and 
there simply to show the negroes that 
ne is their friend—to keep them in the 
ranks of the republican party. The great 
majority of the negro appointments will 
bein the south, however. Very few of- 
fices will be given to“negroes in the 
north.”

It is assumed by certain newspaper and 
writers that the right to vote 

is a natural one,-inherent im citizenship, 
and therefore beyond the reach of legis- 
lative interference. Others seem to take 


‘it for granted that our federal constitu- 


tion, as amended in 1868 and 1870, confers 


this right upon all male citizens of the 


United States 21 years of age and up- 


'ward, and therefore places the suffrage 
‘+ question beyond the domain of contro- 


veray. . 
The premises assumed. in both cases are 
wrong, and therefore the conclusions in 
both are necessarily erroneous. , 
At no time since the foundation of our 
government has the right of suffrage 


been regarded as a natural one inherent 


in citizenship. Women are citizens, but 
they have never voted in virtue of tnat 
citizenship. In the states where they have 
voted they have done .so.in virtue of @ 
law of the state. Our courts*“of last re- 
sort have always consistently maintained 
the broad distinction between the equality 
of civil rights and the equality: of tne 
right to govern. No one principle is more 
fundamental or more generally recog- 
nized than that a person may be a citi- 
zen without having the right to vote. 

The constitutional amendments did not 
change this. The fourteenth amendment 
declares that “all persons born or natural- 
ized in tne Untted States and subject to 
the jurisdiction thereof are citizens of 
the United States and of the state where- 
in they reside.” And the fundamental 
law of each of the states conforming to 
this deposition declares in substance that 
all citizens of the Unit States residing 
in the state are citizens the state. 

This establishes a national citizenship 
that is independent of state lines. It 
completely reverses the so-called “Jeffer- 
sonian theory” “of allegiance and makes 
the United States a nation in fact as well 
as in name. But it has never been held 
that it takes from the state the power to 
fix the qualifications of electors. The 
amendment prohibits the state from mak- 
ing or enforcing any law “abridging the 
privileges and immunities of citizeris of 
the United States,’’ and this is some- 
times erroneously construed as relating 
to the suffrage. But the words ‘‘privileges 
and immunities” did hot come into the 
constitution with the fourteenth amend- 
ment. They were there (in article 4) 
eighty years before the amendment was 
ever dreamed of, and our courts had uni-

The committee will take & up at 
once to report it back to the senate with 
all possible speed, as there are now but 
few working days left in the present 
session and it is absolutely necessary to 
have passed upon this bill before the 
legisiature adjourns. 

In introducing the resolution Senator 
Howell stated he did so after having con- 
ferred with the chairman of the commit- 
tee and other members who were in fa- 
vor of the plan suggested by the resolu- 
tion. He said he thought it was the 
right thing for the senate to stand by the 
old custom te make appropriations for 
two years instead of one. 

“If we change this rule,” said he. “‘it 
necessitates going Over all this ground 
again next year.

Chairman for Resolution. 

Senator Hopkins, chairman of the ap- 
propriations committee, agreed with 
Senator Howell. 

“The session is now near its close,” 
said he, “and that appropriation bill has 
taken up a great deal of the time of the 
house in its consideration. It is neces- 
sary. that the senate should act on it 


without delay, but if it is simply to cover +

Senate Passes Bill Requiing 
Leasing of Convicts 


There Was Considerable Discussiou 
on the Measure— it Has the Ef- 
fect of Causing Present 
Lease System To Re- 
main in Force. 


By a vote of 2 to ll the senate yester- 
day passed the bill, by Senator Clements, 
to authorize and require the prison ¢om- 
mission to hire out the felony convicts of 
the statd for a period of five years at the 
expiration of the exis contract. The 
measutée eimply continiks the present 
convict lease system. 

The bill had peen set for the special 
order and a consideration of it occa- 


| sioned considerable discussion. An effort 


was made to postpone action on it un- 
til the next session of the legislature, but 
this plan failed after considerable argu- 
thent was had on the motion. 

An amendment to the bill was proposed 
by Senator Jordan to provide that the 
Original jessees should not have the 
right to sublet any of the convicts for a 
gteater price than that regeived by the 
state for their ‘hire, and also that no 
able-bodied convict should be leased for 
a léss amount than $16 a month. The 
amendment was voted down. 

Moved To Postpone. 

When the special order was announced, 
Senator Hopkins moved that actiqn on 
it be indefinitely postponed. The, pres- 
ent lease, he sfated, does not expire un- 
til 1904 and there would be ample time in 
which to act on the bill py the next ses- 
sion of the législature. It was now too 
late in the session. he said, for a meas- 
ure of such importance tobe taken up 
when there was not sufficient time in 
which to give it proper consideration. 

The motion to postpone was warmly 
opposed by Senator Mathews. He said 
that to postpone indefinitely meant the 
death of the measure, and he was anxious 
to have it passed upon without delay. 
He regarded the bill as of too great im- 
portance to be put off. : 

Senator Middlebrooks agreed with Sen- 
ator Hopkins that action on the Dill 
should be postponed. 

Bill Was Passed. 

Senator Davis also favored postpone- 
ment. He said the bill, in certain . re- 
spects, was a good one, but before it._mwas 
adopted he thought it should be amended 
in several particulars. Senator Hopkins 
offered to withdraw his motion to post- 
pone so as to move that the bill be made 
the special order for the second day of 
the new session, whether it occurred in 
the summer or fall. .When he withdrew 
his motion, Senator Davis moved that the 
measure be made the special order for 
the next session. A point was made by 
Senator Mathews that ft should first be 
displaced as a special order. ‘ 

A motion to that effect by Senator Davis 
was carried and then Senator+« Middle- 
brooks moved to tabie the measure. .The 
motion was defeated. by a vote of 19 
to 14. The committee’s favorable report 
was next agreed to by a vote of 21 to 9, 
and the measure was then passed.

Another Busy Session. 

The senate had another busy session 
yesterday and disposed of a number of 
measures. The bill by Senator Perry to 
require court officers to better enforce 
the laws against gaming, was passed. 
Another important bill passed was that 
by Mr. Fiynt, of Spalding, which stip- 
ulated that where guits are brought 
against insurance companies they may 
be filed in the county in which the action 
arises, provided the company has an 
agent in that ce. 

The franchise fx bill, by Mr. Candler 
of DeKalb, which passed the. house on 
Wednesday, was read the first time in 
the senate and was referred tg the finance 
committee. The measure will be taken up 
by the committee probably today. The 
appropriations bill was also read a first 
time and was referred to the agpropria- 
tions committee. , 

In executive session the senate con- 
firmed the appointments of Hon. Robert 
hhodges, to be judge of the city court of 
Macon, and Hon. Luk&, to be 
solicitor of the county court of Thomas 
county. 

The senate agreed to the adverse report 
of the railroad committee on the bill by 
Senator Perry, to give new street railway 
companies the right to condemn the tracks 
and right of way of other similar compa- 
nies, and also on the bill by Senator 
Mathews, to require new rajlroad com- 
panies, when crossing other roads at 
grades. to establish and maintain an in- 
terlocking and derailing system. Both 
measures were accordingly killed, ° 

Action Was Reconsidered. 

The bill by Senator Howell, of the thirty- 
fifth, relative to certificates of incorpora- 
tion of insurance companies, was passed 
by substitute.

Dealers in Futures Must Pay. 

The first subject that caused a debate 
at the afternoon session was the tax of 
$1,500 proposed by the Ways and means 
committee on dealers in stocks and bonds 
and cotton for. future delivery. Both 
Messrs. Steed, of Taylor, and Felder, of 
Bibb, introduced amendments to put the 
tax back to $1,000, the same as last 
year. 

Messrs. Steed, Felder and Franklin 
urged that the legislature was not meet- 
ing for the purpose of legislating on 
morals, but to raise a revenue. It .was 
a cold business proposition that con- 
fronted the state. If the tax were put at 
$1,500 it would drive every concern of 
this class out of the state save one, and 
would restJ]t in’ thé loss of considerable 
revenue to the ‘state.

The 
section. was an entirely new. one, not 
baving appeared in any former tax bill. 

Many amerdments were rushed to the 
clerk’s desk. Mr. Hall, of Bibb, and Mr. 
Houston, of Fulton, both urged that the 
section be stricken altogether. They de- 
nounced it as legalizing a most vicious 
form of gambling, one which is ruining 
many young men and destroying charac- 
ters and homes. They declared instead of 
legalizing this vice, the legislature ought 
to pass a bill to forbid absolutely any 
petting on horse races in the state. Such 
a bill was now pending, it was stated, 
ana they hoped it would become a law.

One of these is the ondinance which 
provides for an increase in the salaries of 
department employees. Jt now goes, to 
Mayor Mims, ~nd it will, doubtless, re- 
ceive ‘hts approval. 

The other ordinance of interest is the 
one which fixes the salaries of city hall 
officials during the next year and two 
years, ac>ording to the offices they are 
hokKiing. This measure was also concur- 
red in unanimously. It makes no change 
in tie present salary iist at the city 
hall. : 

The ordinnance increasing salaries ‘s 
the result of a 1resolution introduced by 
Councifman Firicher, of the first ward, 
some time ago. The original resolution 
provided for incieases in pay for all of- 
ficers and members of the police depart- 
ment. The resolution was referred tc a 
committee and from that body came an 
ordirance increasing the ray of only pa- 
trolmen ard others in that class of the 
police depiitment. 

It was adopted by council but was 
held up in the aldermanic board by the 
amendmert of Alderman Woodward, 
which provided for increases also for the 
firemen and school teachers. Council 
failed to concur in the amendment and a 
conference committee was appointed. 

The repert of the conference committee 
was adopted at the hast session of coun- 
cil. Jt provides fcr an increase of $5 per 
month for. aH policemen who receive $60 
or less per month; and increase of $8 
per month for all firemen who receive £65 
or less per month, and a restoration of 
the 71-2 per cent cut to all grammar 
school teachers, other than principals. 
ne a dearateg become effective on April 

This is the ordinance that will go to 
Mayor Mims for his approval, and, as it 
carries an increase of pay for the schol 
teachers, he is already practically com- 
mitted to it. 

When the ordinance becomes a law it 
will be necessary for the council of 1903 
to repeal it before allowing salaries to 
remain as they new are.

Itinerary doctors, dentists, opticians, 
veterinary surgeons and similar speciai- 
ists are taxed $10 for each county in which 
they do business. If such itinerant doc- 
tors and others sell medicines or proprie- 
tary articles they must pay the tax of 
$50 for that business, 


Coca-Cola Caused Talk. 

There was a. hot discussion on the ques- 
tion of taxing coca-cola, celry-cola, afri- 
cola and other beverages of this class. 
The committee on ways and means in- 
serted in the bill a tax of $200 on the man- 
ufacturers of all of this class of drinks 
or beverages and $580 on each bottling

This tax came in as an addition to the 
sectton putting a tax of $200 on breweries.
